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engine collided head-on with the switch 
engine, 

Both engines were totally wrecked and 
the passengers were thrown in con- 
fusion dédwn 2 smail embankment at the 
side of the track. Several ~f the day 
coaches were turned hottom side up and 
the passengers pinned beneath the wreck- 
age, which took fire from the stoves 
used to heat the cars. 4 

The passenger train was heavily l%ad- 
ed with people going to their homes in 
thé east to spend the holidays. Most 
of the casualties occurred in the smoking 
cary and the first day coach, ®Soth of 
which were badly splintered. 


Enderlin is the divisional headquarters 
of the railroad, and a rescue party was 
soon at hand endeavoring to release the 
imprisoned passengers from their peril- 
ous position. The groans of the dying 
mingled with the cries of anguish of the 
passengers less severely hurt, but who 
were in imminent danger from the flames 
which were fast spreading through the 
cars. Axes were ‘wielded by willing 
hands and the roofs of the overturned 
cars were broken open and the dead 
and injured taken out 45 quickly as 
possible. It was a race between the res- 
cuers and the flames, but by herculean 


efforts all of the injured were removed | 


before the flames reached them. i 

Eight~ dead -bodfes were taken out and 
laid beside the. track, while the injured 
were taken in hastily improvised am- 
bulances to the hospital, and when that 
institution had all that it could possibly 


accommodate, the rest of the injured 


were cared for in the hotels. 

SIX OF THOSE INJURED 
HAVE NO CHIANCE TO LIVE 
Of the injured, six are 80 badly hurt 
that the plkysicians in attendance say 
that their recovery is impossible. Others 
injured are beHeved to have a chance 
for their lives, although it is possible 
that the death roll may be somewhat 
increased. |

Washington, December 23,—President 
Roosevelt today issued a proclamation 
calling upon people of the United States 
to contribute funds for the relief of 
millions of famine sufferers in China, 
who are on the verge of starvation, The 
president says that he will ask congress 
for authority to use government trans- 
port vessels to carry food to the fangine 
stricken region. The proclamation fol- 
lows: * 

“To the People of .the United States: 
There is an appalling famine in China. 
Throughout a district covering over 
forty thousand square miles and sup- 
porting a population of fifteen million, 
the crops have been destroyed by floods, 
and millions of people are On the verge 
of starvation; thousands of dwellings 
have been destroyed and their inmates 
are without homes. An urgent appeal 
has been made for the assistance of the 
United States. 

' America Should Respond. 

“Our people have often under similar 
conditions of distress in other countries 
to such appeals.

Mutual independence, noninterference 
and friendship.

German Trading Stamp Scheme. 

Instead of putting a prohibitive li- 
cense tax on the trading stamp 
scheme over in Germany, it appears 
city councils there encourage the 
plan on the ground of “evident com- 
mercial advantage to the city,” as is 
stated in a recent consular report. 

In Glauchau, Germany, for instance, 
there is a voluntary union sof mer- 
chants formed solely for the purpose 
of conducting this trading stamp 
scheme, which, it is said, has been; 
found successful, “not only in encour- 
aging cash payments, and thus avoid- 
ing bad. debts, but it has led to a' 
greater amount of business being 
done.” : | 

Each storekeeper is require to have | 
the prices of goods plainly marked On | 
the articles; and Phe customer paying | 
cash: is entitled to “rebate stamps,” 
showing the amount bought. Pur- 
chases to the amount of 110 marks 
entitle the holder of the stamps to a 
rebate of 5 marks or a little more 
than 41-2 per cent on the purchase 
price. 

Writing of the _ scheme, 
George A.: Bucklin, Jr., says: 

The distinctive German feature of this 
plan is that the funds of the union and 
the redemption of the stamp-books are 
in the hands of the*city savings bank, 
which guarantees the payment of alj ob- 
fligations. This it is enabled to do from 
the fact that stamps used by the mer- 
chants are paid for in advance to the 
‘bank. Thus there is money on hand to 
redeem every stamp outstanding. Fur- 
thermore, to cover expenses, the mer- 
chant pays more tor the stamps than is 
refunded to the purchaser of goods. The 
eity council has had the city savings 
bank undertake the financial responsibil- 
ity Of the plan because of the evident 
commercia: advantage to- the ‘city, the 
only reimbursement for the. services 01 
the. bank being the.use it has of the 
union's funds. ‘ 
In the interests of cash trade.and 
also of increased business, this. plan, 
at a distance, looks like a good one. 
It is alike of value to the shopkeeper 
and the-purchaser. 
}: Whether such a plan could be put 
into operation. in ¢itfes*like Atlanta, 
however, would depend almost wholly

We would work no Rardship on our 
New England brethren. But while 
we are considering possibilities, and 
the working out and triumph of the 
laws governing natural advantages 
development of industries 
along the lines of least. resistance, let 
us not suffer from an excess of mod- 
esty; and let not a false sensitiveness 
blind us to ijavish handicaps of na- 
ture, the assistance of which we could 
not escape if we would.

“There is one thing that they must 
have credit for, at least until they meet 
again and adjourn (the good Lord only 
Knows what they will do then.

“To be sure, high license and better 
regulation is not all we want. The 
moral sentiment of the city has never 
been content with this. We are going 
to hold a prohibition election in Fulton 
county, but We resent any giving way 
to the whisky power whatever. We all 
favored the high license and better 
regulation ordinance only as a step in 
the right direction. We want the elec- 
tion. We want a chance to show the 
gang who is who in this county. Our 
petitions are now being signed, and, 
since the failure of this measure, men 
have been signing them likevildfire. Let 
every godd man in the county who has 
not signed hunt up a petition at once, 
and sign it. We must resent the refusal 
to give us what at least two-thirds of 
our people want. Let al] non-whisky- 
subsidized people hear. Call up ‘ithe 
Anti-Saloon League in the Lowndes 
building and get on the prohibition pe- 
tition. Hurrah for the fight! And we'll 
sing ‘On to Victory’ as we g0. We are 
simply tired messing over this great 
question.”’

The legal title of the suit that revolu- 
tioned the theology of New Engiand 
was Eliphalet Baker v. Samuel Fales. It 
was an action of replevin brought by one 
set of deacons against another to re- 
cover possession of bonds and othgr se- 
curities, books of records and. d0cu- 
inents, together with a communion 
service. The plaintiff was represented by 
Solicitor General Davis, and the defend- 
ant by Daniel Webster. The decision, 
which was in favor of the Wnhitarians, 
held that Dr. Lamson was legally ordain- 
ed as minister of the first parish; that 
members of the church who adhered to 
the parish and united with them on that 
occasion must be considered ag the 
church of the first parish of Dedham and 
the successors of the ancient church: 
that these members who withdrew from 
the parish and refused to concur in the 
proceedings of the majority of thé in- 
habitants of the parish in the ordination 
of Dr. Lamson could not in law be con- 
sidered as a church s0 as to entitle 


them, though a majority of the members. 


of the church, to hold, appropriate, or 
control the ministerial fund, or property. 
The First church recovered all the propf- 
erty sought, except the communien serv- 
ice, the whereabouts of which could 
never be ascertained.

Answer—Actual displacement of the pa- 
tella, or knee cap of the stifle joint, is of 
rare occurrence and is always accom- 
panied with very severe and entirely dis- 
abling lameness. If your colt’s patella 
has been knocked out of place it would 
be a remarkable case if he.could use that 
leg at all. @& would advise you to call a 
veterinary surgeon to see and prescribe 
treatment, or perhaps better, let it alone 
if,,as you say, it does not disable him 
at all. If it is really a displacement ot! 
the patella it would: be entirely out of the 
question to replace it in its proper posi- 


tion. If it were a real displacement the 
patella woula be movable under the 
hands.

LUMPY JAW. 

E. J. K., Oglethorpe, Ga.—I have a cow 
that some four or five months ago lost 
her calf. She is in bad fix, all swollen 
under her throat. What must I do to 
reduce the swelling? Also have a bull 
that has a lump on his jawbone, on lower 
side. It looks like it is growing in long 
shape. Is it what is called lumpy jaw? 
I never had anything like that in my cat- 
tle before. How would you treat the 
lump on the jaw? The cow that lost her 
calf never got rid of the afterdirth until 
it was putirfied. The negro in charge of 
her did not let me know. I just hap- 
pened to find her. TI got the afterbirth all 
right, but the sweling in the throat is 
still there. 

Answer—Your description of the symp- 
toms exhibited by both your cow and 
your bull are so scant that I am not cer- 
tain that the disease is actinomycosis, or 
lumpy jaw, but it probably is. The best 
q can do for you is to send you a copy 
of press bulletin No. 47, from the Geor- 
gia Experiment Station. This bulletin 
gives a detailed description of the dis- 
ease, by means of which you may be able 
to determine whether your cattle have it 
Or not. It also gives the details of the 
best treatment. You can get the iodide 
of potassium at any drug store, put up 
in 1% dram doses.

J. B. W., Plevna, Ala.—I want to sow 
six acres in alfalfa, and only have stable 
manure enough to put on three acres. 


{How do you think it would do to use 


cotton seed meal on the other three 
acres, and what amount would you ad- 
vise per acre? How do you think alfaifa 
would do on land that will produce 
from. eight to- ten bushels of wheat per 
acre, without any fertilizer? What time 
would it be best to sow it, and how 
much per acre? Please answer through 
The Constitution as early as convenient. 
Answer—Cotton seed meal. or some 
ether ingredient containing nitrogen. 
would be necessary in orde? to give the 
young alfalfa a good stand—if you have 
not sufficient stable manure. But acid 
phosphate and some form of potash are 
the dominant elements of*plant «food 
demanded by this plant. Alfalfa is e 
liguinious plant and is what is sometimes 
called a nitrogen-gatherer, because i! 
can get its supply of nitrogen from the 
air by means of the nitrogen nodufi: 
plant that form on the roots. In its 
early stage, however, there should be 
some soluble and available nirtogen al- 
ready in the soil. Several tons of rotted 
stable manure per acre would not only 
Supply the needed nitrogen, but would 
also servé to induce the development of 
the nodues in an ordinary soil. 

I fear that you have got the idea that 
alfalfa may he, successfully cultivated on 
any ordinary soll by the ada.tion of a 
few Hundred pounds of fertilizer. This 
s not.correct. On the contrary, the

tion of half ounce of sugar of lead in 
one quart of water, with also two ounces 
of laudanuin. For chronic cases, give 
one cunce of Fowler’s solution of arsenic 
once a day in a bran mash for one 
month, in addition to the wash above. 
Tf the skin should become thick and 
scaly, rub on. a little of two drams of 
biniodide of mereury mixed with four 
ounces of vaseline: Rub on a little with 
the fingers, but do not go ali over the 
affected places at one operation. Rub 
on half of one leg today; in three days 
the other half; then the other leg the 
same way. Tie up the animal's head for 
ten or twelve hours after applying the 
mercury, so that it cannot get its mouth 
to the places anointed. Once going over 
will usually cure thé disease.

2. I. have had no experience in groOw- 
ing sea island cotton where it is usually 
grown on a commercial scale, but have 
made as much as 230 pounds per acre of 
lint of sea island on the experiment 
station. I can only presume that you 
should first select 4&4 more dwarfish 
variety of sea island cotton, and, sec- 
ondly, take care not to use a fertilizer 
containing too much nitrogen.

REMEDY FOR BOLL WEEVILS. 

Ambrose Pettefer. Little Rock, Ark.--

damage the boll weevil is doing to the 
cotton crop, and, of course, know the 
‘mmense value of a remedy to vast num- 
bers of your readers.
